At the meeting of this society ow the ist inst., Mr. Murchison (president) 
im the ciir, thiee commanications were read :-— 

1. A report by Consul T. Carew Tlant, ‘On the Destruction of the Town of 
Praya de Victoria, in the Island of Terceirs, on the (5th of Jane, 1843,” 
Communicated by order of the Earl of Aberdeen.—The town of Proya was 
situated at the cast ead of Tereeira, and contained 562 bonecs. Tt hed been 
previously destroyed by an earthquake in 1614, whieh also damaged, ton 
considerable eatent, Angra, the capital of the island. Between that period 
and the present year co injury bad bee sustained, althourh several earth. 
qoakes bad bren felt. At four o'clock p.m., aod at twenty-five minutes 
past five, on the 12th of Inst June, violent shocks were experieoced at Praya, 
| and others were feit at at short Intervals during the whole of the 13th. At 
four o'clock p.m, on the 4th, an undulation of the grognd was perecived, 
sad ail the batidings which had been weakened by the previous earthquakes 
were thrown dowa. With the exception of some slight shocks the {sland wee 
vadisturbed during the remainder of that day; Sut et three e.m. on the 18th 
violent trembiiogs, accompanied by herigontol movements, eommenerd, aad 
were repented at intervals of ten minutes, wotil half-pmst three o'clock, when 
4 strong vibratory motion destroyed every building whieh had esceped,also
